ton the derelict schooner which has for 
several days been floatiug bottom up off 
Cape Ann. 


It is probable that tho foundering of 


the schooner will turn oul to have been 
an ocean tragedy, for not a trace has 
been found of the five or six men she 
must have had on board. 


The derelict is the 95-ton, two masted 


schooner, E. Norm, and the owners are 
Clark Bros, of Bear .River, N. S.

agents are Delong <te Seaman of Bostou 


The first] inkling of the presence of 


tho upturned craft off the American 
coast, was made public by the skipper 
of steamer Prince Edward from tit.

She was discovered subsc j 


quently by the captains of steamer St.

It was on Nov. 10 that Captain W. E 


Bay of Bear River, N. S., where he has 
a wife and son, started out of that har- 
bor with the E". Norns, with several 
other vessels, all of which have reached 
here safely with their cargoes. 


Less than twenty-four hours after the 


vessel had started on her voyage down 
the coast with 10,000 feet of piling, in- 
cluding a deckload, a terrible hurricane 
swept tbe Bay of FunJy, and it is pre- 
sumed that after her deckload had been 
swept overboard tbe force of the gale 
was too much of a strain for the eleven 
year old craft to stand and that she 
"turned turtle." 


Her crew may have been able to deserl 


the vessel in the ship's boat before she 
capsized and may have been rescued by 
some passing vessel. 
1 This is, however, considered a very 
slim hope, as they were not many miles 
off the land and would probably have 
reached shore ere now. 


The schooner probably carried a mate, 


cook and three men before the mast 
The vessel was 81 ieet, 7 inches long, 
27 feet beam, soven feet deeep and 
built at St. Martins, N. H.. in 1888. She 
was valued at about $2000 and cargo at 
$400.

The present price of butter 


ou»ht to insure every purchaser a No. 
1 article, but I am sorry to say such 
Is act ths case. 
lu ray labors, looking after the en- 


forcement of the laws, I find daily 
butter in the groceries and on the 
markets which is not fit to eat 
Con- 


sumers who see th,e price of butter go- 
ing higher and higher complain 
in 


bitter terms of the quality of dairy 
butter and many of them are not 
choice in their language condemning 
the laws, which they claim protect 
dairymen and encourages 
them to 


make poor butter. 


There Is no disguising the fact that 


many consumers of butter prefer oleo 
to a great deal of the butter made in 
the dairies of the country. This should 
nor be so- 


If it were not for the large amount 


of poor butter produced we would not 
be annoyed with so much process but- 
ter. 
There are two classes to blame 


for this, the dairymen and the grocers 
or country store keepers. It lies with 
these two classes to make process bui- 
ter a very scarce article. Will tliej 
do it?1 


With the laws now on record in 


nearly every state in the Union, to pro- 
tect the products of the dalr>, should 
come a radical change in the quality 
of butter made in the average dairy. 
Every move which is made to curtail 
the. sale of those imitations of gen- 
uine butter helps dairymen. 
What 


will they do to help themselves? 


The creamery is doing good woik 


in the way of improving the quality 
of l-atter but it cannot do all. 
Too 


icauy dairymen do not patrotiz^ the 
creamery. I am not insisting that they 
Fhould. No better butter was ever pro- 
duced than that which can be made 
at the dairy. The object of this arti- 
cle is to awaken at this reason of the 
year an interest on the part of dairy- 
men to do better work next season. 
To do this may not require a large 
outlay of money or labor on the part 
of ihe dairyman. 


Improved milk settings 
and 
pure 


<oj« water are essentials which must 
not be overlooked. The day is past 
when any Indifferent dairyman can ex- 
pect to compete with those who are 
wide awake. There was never a pound 
of No. 1 butter made from milk set in 
pai's or crocks which stood in open 
pantries off from the kitchen where 
the family lived, cooked, and perhaps 
slept The same applies to milk set 
In cellars, where vegetables, fruit, 
cWer barrels, etc., were stored. 


Let us have a good place to set the 


milk; if cold water is not handy and 
plenty put up ice thia winter for next 
summer's use. 
Make better 
butter 


and get more money for it. 


The country store keeper and city 


grocer can do a great deal of good 
along the line of having a better arti 
cle of butter. Let them organize: sei 
a standard for butter, and let it be f 
single one at that; see to it that al 
butter taken in by them comes to this 
or reject it entirely. This will sol 
the whole problem. 


The dairy interests of this coun- 


try are second to no other. The prod- 
uct is one which every member of the 
human fauiil.v depends on laigely for 
subsistence. 
Let those interested in 


the production see that an article us 
near perfection as possible is furnished 
the consumer, and they will find a still 
better market than we have to-day and 
litrger rewards for money invested and 
labor performed in the production and 
marketing ot the product

ly this year. 
All indications are that 


feeders are going to be even more 


Jjtan ever in their selections 


of beef form, wrapped up in a mellow 
hide, or they will not buy at all. 


The result of this will be that scrub 


cattle will not be in it to the extent 
thnt they have been. 
A good many 


of those who have them, and who do 
not get the money out of them they 
expected will perhaps decide that it 
does not pay to grow cattle. The eyes 
of a good many others will be opened 
to the fact that H does not pay 
to 


grow scrubs and they will reform and 
become 
more 
careful 
about 
their 


breeding in the future. 
This is just 


the kind of reform the Coloiado cut- 
tle Industry needs, nor is it singular 
in this respect. 
In all branches of 


livestock the lint against this Sv-rub 
bleeding has gone forth, and It is a 
rule that is self-cnfoicing. for the pen- 
alty it carries with it is that scrub 
breeding shall not pay. 


'Ine feeling that is animating feed- 


ers who aim to make a profit in their 
work will be passed on as a lesson to 
thoce who grow feeding stock. 
As 


fa*t as the former learn by experi- 
ence that they cannot make any mon- 
ej in feeding cattle that are without 
quality, those who grow them will 
learn a similar leuson also by experi- 
ence. 
Then they xvfll quit breeding 


poor stock and will determine to do 
better. 
We hope they will, at least. 


It seems a pity that good feed should 
be so very largely wasted by feed- 
lug it to stock that make such poor 
use of it. 
It is very much like pour-

New Use for Swamp Land.

Samples of the«e papers have been sub- 
mitted to us, and are certainly attrac- 
tive In appearance and price, and if 
they ran be produced from this mater- 
ial at low cost, It ought to result in 
developing a large industry Jii the "U. 
S, and rendering valuable what thus 
tar ha\e been worthless swamps. 
The peat used is that tilled -vtith fib- 
rous roots, not the 
stuff 
commonly 


< ailed muck. 
The most valuable peat 


beds are the "raised bogs" that have 
been gradually built up in mound form, 
also certain kinds of swampy vegeta- 
tion, such a,s reeds, moss, gias.s, heatli-

There are large 
tracts of 


just such peat bogs in various parts 
of the not them and eastern states. If 
they can be thus utilized for the man- 
ufacture of paper, the invention will 
be a blessing to farmers. We are as- 
sured that a paper mill and all its ap- 
purten.inces for this process lopresents 
an imestment of a million dollars, and 
will pay out larce sums for labor, as 
well as for peat.

Waste of Farm Manures. 


In commenting upon the manner in 


which farmers fail to return to the 
fields the manure from crops fed upon 
the farm. Prof. Voorhees says: 
"It 


is estimated that if but one-tenth of 
the present waste should he avoided, 
—and a very Hrge pint of it Is prac- 
ticallj avoidable, and at a very slight 
expense.—th? total amount of constit- 
uents that may thus bo sxve.1 for 
further use M'ould be more than equi- 
valent to the amount-, now purchased 
in the form of commercial fertilizers.

Help the Hens. 


Somtthin^ from nothing you can't 


take Most of PS are beginning to 
realize the truth of th's tiite saUrg 
in regard to most thins* about us. 
It is-a poor farmer who does not real- 
ize that he rannot take gram from his 
fields year after y«ir. returning noth- 


! ing to them without seisin time, soon- 


er or later, getting to the end of h g 
string, and finding his land run down 
and bankrupt. But some poultrymen 
have not discovered that the same 
principle holds good in regard to hens. 
You can't get something from nothing, 
'there, either. 
If your hens suv to 


lay eggs they must have something to 
work with; they must get egg-foiming 
elements -from some source or othi r. 
In recent yejirs the practical poultiy- 
mau has been able to double his egg 
supply in the winter by careful study 
of egg-producing foods. 
Prominent 


amon,! these must be place:! green cut- 
bone, a food that is easily and cheaply 
obtained and that is undoubtedly the 
.greatest egis-p:oducer ever fed to bens. 
The. bone, when finely cut while* It is 
"still greon. supplies thnt element of 
animal food so needed and so relished 
by fowls, taking the place of the bugs 
and worms which the hens devour so 
greedily upon the range, Mcrwer, 
the bone supplies the mineral matter 
needed for ezg formation, the lime, 
phosphate, the nip.snesia, and is, in 
short, an ideal esrjt food. 
When we 


consider how cheaply the bones can 
be procured, and how little trouble It 
Is to prepare th«jn for'the fowl?. It is 
difficult to understand why any poul- 
trymen neglects their UEC.

The failure er aveeaaa of th* young 


free (or Uie first two or Uiree 
after plhutluji out depend* largely on 
how this work la dooe. The young tr*>« 
as it conies from the nursery row has 
l>cen deprived In digging of probably 
half its roots, whose uttue \* to supply 
nourishment to the top or to 
the 


branches and leavt*. The supply thus 
diminished so considerably necessi- 
tates a rather sever* pruning of th£ 
top, cutting away an amount propor- 
tionate to the amount of roots or root- 
lets left behind in digging. This prun- 
ing should l>e done just before plant- 
ing the tree, using a sharp knife. Out 
away altont three-fourths of the top, 
preserving ,1 strong center shoot or 
leader, which should be cut back well. 
The lower lateral branches should be 
left longer than the upper, which 
should be pruned back rather severely. 
Any broken or injured roots should al- 
so be pruned »o that the ends will be 
smooth. 


In planting the tree lu the, ground 


set it no deeper than it grew in the 
nursery, which depth may be deter- 
mined by the discoloration of Ihe bark 
at the base. Let the roots rest on a 
bed of well-loosened soil. Replace the 
subsoil or clay at the bottom of U e 
excavation with top soil, and let the 
excavation be somewhat larger than 
merely necessaiy to accommodate the 
roots. 
Fill in about the roots with 


pulverized soil, using the hind to per- 
form the work. 
After the roots are 


covered trend the soil well with the 
feet. All the soil used for tilling should 
be trodden down quite firmly. Af.er 
the tree is planted stake it and tie to 
ihe stake, or better still, make a com- 
pact hard mound of soil about 
tha 


base of the tree, to prevent the wind 
from whipping it about. In the spring 
remove this mound. During the n;st 
few seasons the young free should be 
well mulched with manure or grass 
clippings winter and summer. 


Fall planting of trees has cue advan- 


tage, and that is the winter rains and 
melting snows have a tendency to wet- 
tie the soil around the roots, and the 
tiee Is ready to start into growth at 
the first favorable opportunity in the 
spring. 
With many there is another 


advantage, and that is, the work is 
out of the way in the spring, and work 
is usually pressing In the spring and 
at the very time transplanting should 
be done. 


Hut if the planting is done lu the 


fall it should be done as early as pos- 
sible, although it may be done at any 
time before the ground freezes. When 
set in the fall, however, it is always 
n good plan to draw a little mom:d 
ot earth up around the stem; to mulch 
well as soon as the 
ground 
freezes 


hard to piotect against rabbits and 
mice. 


It' any distinction la made, it is bet- 


tor to plant the apple, pear and plum 
in the fall, deferring the peach, cher- 
rv and apricot until spring.

Registered Mail. 


The improvements iu all branches cf 


tho postal service have been many and 
marked during the past few years, aad 
changes for the batter are constantly be- 
ing made. 


Postmaster Bartlett baa announced 


thut the Portsmouth office would adopt 
the new method of registration, nllo»v 
ing registered letters to be given car- 
riers. 


This means one of the most extensive 


departures that has been introduced for 
some time, and will be a great benefit 
and convenience to the pabhe. At pre- 
sent patrons have to come to an office or 
substitute in order to register a letter, 
and for people Hung at a distance this 
is often very inconvenient. The carrier 
will have a triplicating receipt, making 
out a receipt for the patron, one for 
himself and the other for the register ing 
clerk at the office 


Postmaster 
Bartlett sajs that the 


rules governing tliis new work will oi 
necessity be very strict, that the carrier 
will not be allowed to go into houses 
while people prepare their letters or do 
up packages vchich they "wish him to 
take, for this would interfere with his 
other work. If the letters to be re 
gistcred are- not all ready to hand him, 
he will have to pass on an 1 get them at 
his ne\t delivery.

will be punished by dismissal.

Law Should Be Passed Fixing Rate 


For Labor. 


The dry dock contractors informed 


the laboreis employed on Tuesday that 
they would be paid SI.35 per day for 
eight hours work and it was ru- 
mored during the evening that many ol 
the men vvould not go to work this 
morning. 


Mr. L3e Tieadwell, the superinten- 


dent, vas seen by u Jlernld represen- 
tative and he said that his firm would 
pay $1.50 if permitted to -work nine 
hours a day. That the laboring man is 
entitled to higher wages will not be de- 
puted and the Il<'r«Ui hoped to ste 
the dry dock contractors p:iy better 
wages, but they claim that they have to 
estimate at what th^y can get labor for 
in order to get tho contracts and that 
they arc paying in ore horo than they 
have bten obliged to pay elsewhere. 
The whole tiouble about wages on gov 
erument •work is due to Ihe fact that 
congress has not established the rate 
thut should be paid. A law making 
two dollars the lowest rate that should 
be permitted on any government work, 
should be enacted. 


It is to be hoped that satisfactory ar 


rangements can be made aud that 
Portsmouth labor will be provided for 
and at satisfatory wages.
